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This is a decision on the "Application for Patent Term Adjustment Determination under 37 
C.F.R. §1.705(d)", filed March 23, 2010, requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent be corrected. 

The petition is GRANTED to the extent indicated herein. 

On March 16, 2010, the instant application matured into U.S. Patent No. 7,678,889 with a patent 
term adjustment of fifty-four (54) days. The Office determined a patent term adjustment of 54 
days based upon 324 days of Office delay pursuant to 37 CFR 1.703(b), reduced by 32, 61, 61, 
and 90 days of Applicant delay pursuant to 37 CFR 1.704(b), and 26 days of Applicant delay 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.704(c)(8). 

Patentees are correct that the proper amount of days over 36 months from the filing date of the 
application until the issue date was not included in the "B" delay period. Commencement began 
on February 6, 2005 (i.e. 30 months fi-om the priority date). Accordingly, the over three year 
period began on February 7, 2008 and ended on March 16, 2010 (the patent issue date), and is 
769 days. See 35 U.S.C. 154(b)(l)(B)(i). Therefore, the "B" delay period is 769 days, not 324 
days as originally calculated. 

In view thereof, the correct number of days of patent term adjustment is 499 days (0 days of 
"A"' delay and 769 days of "B" delay, reduced by 270 (32+61+26+61+90) days of Applicant 
delay). 

Receipt of the $200.00 fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 8(e) is acknowledged. 
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The application is being forwarded to the Certificate of Corrections Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by four hundred ninety-nine (499) days.
